On December 16, 1946, Mr. John Steelman, Special Assistant to the 
President, requested Mr. Ralph Roach of the Bureau to call upon at the White 
House at which time he.gsked that the Bureau make a check of its files for available 
information on Remingtop. MF • Steelman stated that Remington was then under con- 
sideration for transfer to his permanent staff which Mr. Steelman was about to 
maintain in his new position as Special Assistant to the president. At that time, 
according to Mr. Steelman, Remington was employed by the Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion. He said that he was suspicious of Remington from a security 
view point in view of his association with James R. Jiewman anH Harold Stein of 
the Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion, i 111 ~ 


Based upon the above request, a letter was prepared for delivery to 
Mr. Steelman dated December 19, 1946, which contained background information on 
Remington, his implication in Soviet espionage (Gregory Case) and his implication 
An communist activity. However, this letter was not delivered to Mr. steelma n, (jj) 

Pursuant to your instructions. Supervisors Floyd L. Jones and Ralph R. 
Roach personally called upon Mr. Steelman at the White House on December 23, 1946 
which t ime Mr. Steelman was supplied or ally the information contained in t he 
letter prepared for delivery to him. 60 

Upon receipt of that information Mr. Steelman advised that he did not 
intend transferring Remington to the White House payroll but instead he would leave 
Remington with the old Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion under General 
Flemming, the head of the Office of Temporary Controls. Mr. Steelman indicated 
that he intended to informally pass on the information supplied by the Bureau to 
General Flemming for his information. He said that in view of the nature of the 
information furnished by the Bureau he did not feel it advisable to fire Remington.

According to Ur. Belmont, Nelson Frank stated he would continue 
to advise the New York Office of any matters of interest which came to his 
attention before the papers hit the street. 

Nelson Frank also told the New York Office that this afternoon’s 
edition of the New York American is carrying a story with a big red headline - 
N " Second Y/cman in Spy Plot”, by Howard Rushmore. This article goes on to 
relate that a second woman, an Austrian, worked closely with Gerhart Eisler, 
America’s number one man for Stalin. He stated the name was being withheld 
because the activities of this person are still under intensive study by the 
FBI. 


"•S.H story goes on to state that the background of this woman was 
filled in for Rushmore by a former Communist who held high rank in the Red- 
Fascist cell that flourished under the New Deal. This former Red once held 
a high position with the Daily Worker and later became a key figure in the 
Communist Washington cell. The former Red, according to Rushmore’s story, 
gave tne FBI the following description of the second spy: "Her name is 

•E-C-’j- she is about in her 30's and a Viennese. She probably is here as 
an agent of the Comintern. I (the former Red) heard about her in the 30’s, 
and I am still hearing about her through the Communist Party underground . 
From my last contact I can say definitely that she is tied up with Gerhart 
Eisler.” - - - 


Rushmore also stated in his story that the former Red told the / / 

FBT that this woman's husband is a member of the German Communist Party. He 
also revealed that this couple operated a farm in Pennsylvania, said to be / 
a social center for the spy ring. Rushmore adds: ”A copy of the former Rod’s / 


statement is in the possession of this paper.” He then states: "It i&c&pwn 
that this ex Red testified before the Federal Grand Jury which just,in&9bed 
the twelve Communist members in the United Slates.”

Agent CORBETT f S inquiry was principally concerned with the loyalty 
case of JOSIAH^DUBOIS. It is noted MRS, ARNOLD was formerly Secretary 
to subject FRANKifiOE ln the Bureau of Monetary Research of the 
Treasury Department^ and later at the International Monetary Fund, 
and that FLORENCE^fODEL, formerly with the Treasury Department, is 
now Assistant to' FRANK COE at the International Monetary Fund. 

MRS. RHODA DRURY ARNOLD, 252Q-14th Street, N. W., Adams 
«269, presently employed in the office of Senator EUGENE MULIKIN 
of Colorado, advised that she was employed from October, 1940, until 
June, 1945, in the Office of Foreign Funds Control, Treasury Department, 
under AEIJAH U. FOX, Deputy Director, who is presently Chairman of Q 
Ksthison Chemical Company. MR. JOHN W. FEHLE was Director of the 
Division. In June, 1945, she transferred to the JJureau of Monetary. 
Research and was employed as Secretary to V. FRANk^QOE, remained 
until July 1, 1946, when COE resigned from tne Treasury Department, 
and entered the International Monetary Fund. At that time MRS. ARNOLD 
accompanied qqe and served as his Secretary and Administrative 
Assistant until December 31, 1946, when she voluntarily resigned 
because she disliked working for COE. MRS. ARNOLD indicated complete 
willingness to furnish any information in her possession but advised 
that her impressions are very incomplete and that she has no tangible 
information indicating disloyalty on the part of COE or the other 
individuals mentioned hereafter. In this connection it is observed 
that although the Impressions of MRS. ARNOLD are quite sketchy, there 
is nothing inconsistent in her statements and recollections, however 

hazy. 

MRS. ARNOLD advised that although she had worked as Perso 
Secretary and Assistant for COE for a year and a half, she never 
she knew the man or understood him and described hia^ as possesri^ 
strange personality. She stated that he and HAROLD GLASSER, al§q 
Assistant Director, Bureau of Monetary Research, and a subject of 
case, had been devoted friends and were very close to each other.

COE never aade a move or decision without consulting HAROLD GLASSER. 
She observed here that when GLASSER and COE were engaged in conversa- 
tions they would usually cease when she entered the room and noted

Vith further reference to GLASSER, MRS* ARNOLD stated that some time 
after she had transferred to the International Monetary Fund there 
had been some gossip concerning the wife of GLASSER being a Communist* 
She recalled that about that time GLASSER had been slated to represent 
the United States on reparations in Tokyo but that as a result of the 
allegations of Leftist sympathies GLASSER was never permitted to go 
to Tokyo* _ g

MRS* ARNOLD advised that SONIA GOLD, subject in this case, 
was employed as an Economist and #1 Assistant to GLASSER at the 
Bureau of Monetary Research and was very friendly with FRANK COE. 

She stated SONIA did special research work for COE and GLASSER. 

MRS* ARNOLD advised that HARR Y T>&fHITE was the superior . 
of FRANK COE and had top authority and ' that OTE was next in line in 
the Bureau of Monetary Research* She made the same statement with 
reference to WHITE, that whenever COE and WHITE were engaged in 
serious conversations they would cease when she entered the room, 
although she was supposed to be a highly trusted Secretary* 

MRS* ARNOLD further related that GEORG^HJERMAN was a 
frequent visitor of FRANK COE and they had lunch together on a number 
of occasions* She stated that as Private Secretary it was customary 
to listen in on portions or of * phone conversations, and that 
she had heard a number of conversations between SILVERMAN and COE in 
which they referred to matters as "that business" or made reference to 
individuals never mentioning names* She stated she felt this was very 
unusual and she felt slighted and offended that her employer did not 
trust her* She mentioned that SILVERMAN would visit COE occasionally, 
the visits varying in length up to one hour and a half* 

MRS* ARJBIJ} furnished substantially the same information 
concerning LAnmiS^aRRIE. recalling that COE and CURRIE had lunch 
together several times, though not as frequently as did SILVERMAN* 

MRS. ARNOLD also recalled LLJEWI?^^ he was 

employed at Treasury and she described him as a flunky and pet of 
HARRRMHITE. She stated he was a visitor of COE and that they also 
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engaged in considerable double-talk which was designedly kept from 
her* She stated OOE and ULLMAN had lunch together considerably 
and recalled that ULLMAN had -visited OOE occasionally around 5:00 
P.M., and on one occasion stayed until very late in the evening* 

She observed that the conversations did not always seem to concern 
matters of secrecy and often would be about Treasury business. 

MRS. ARNOLD recalled GREGORY^LLVERMASTER vaguely, having 
a recollection that he had worked very briefly with Consumer Goods 
Disposal while that agency was connected with the Treasury Department* 
She stated about three months later SILVERMASTER had called COB 
concerning a position in Monetary Research and she believes they had 
lunch together a couple of times* She stated she also believes 
SILVERMASTER contacted OOE at a subsequent date regarding possibility 
of employment with the International Monetary Fund* 

MRS* ARNOLD also remembered VICTOE^JjltlD. as an Economist 
working under COE in the Bureau of Monetary Research and recalled 
that he worked on special assignment. She was under the impression 
that PERLO had met COE while both were working for the Foreign Economic 
Administration* 

e 

With further reference to the activity of FRANK COE, 

MRS. ARNOLD recalled that in about August, 1945, an important policy- 
making group was established known as the National Advisory Council 
on International Monetary and Financial Problems, and stated that 
FRANK COE was designated Secretary of this group. In this connection 
she mentioned HAROLD GLASSER had done research work for the council. 

She described the research work as having to do with the British and 
French loans, etc. The council referred to consisted of the State, 
Treasury and Conner ce Departments, Federal Reserve Bank and Export- 
Import Bank, and to a considerable extent establishe d Uni ted States 
policy on matters of finance. She advised that VEET\B»SIE r epresented 
HENRY WALLACE on behalf of the Commerce Department and that FRANK COE 
and VEET BASSIE worked very close together. 

V It is recalled BASSIE was closely associated with subjects 
HAR RY MAG DOFF and EDWARD TITZGERALD and intimately acquainted with 
other subjects in this case. 

MRS. ARNOLD also made reference to JOE (JOSIA^B UBOIS , 

whom she described as a Left Wing individual and advised that DUBOIS 
had great influence in the Treasury Department and pretty much had 
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his way there. She recalled that despite unfavorable publicity 
of the same character of that concerning GLASSES, DUBOIS had been 
selected for ...the Reparations Conmission and had gone to Russia in 
this connection. MRS* ARNOLD stated that her principal source of 
information concerning DUBOIS was FLORENCE HODEL, who was a career 
lawyer in the office of the General Council, Treasury Department, 
and so close to the top that she heard considerable gossip at that 
level* . She stated HOPEI., had mentioned that on one occasion DUBOIS 
had stamped his foot and threatened to resign unless some matter 
pertaining to Lend-Lease (?) was not decided favorably to the 
Russians. This act took place in the presence of Secretary 
MORGENTHAU. MRS* ARNOLD stated she believed FLORENCE HODEL was 
loyal completely, and could be trusted to be interviewed* 

JOSETf^ffi3EM<^jjOffice of General Council, Treasury 
Department, was alsha discussed by MRS* ARNOLD, who stated he had 
been a close associate of JOE DUBOIS. She stated he was personable 
and well-liked as an individual but had Leftist tendencies and 
FLORENCE HODEL had made the same statements of him as DUBOIS, 
indicating both were radical and pro-Soviet. 

Inquiry was made concerning HARRY WHITE’S former secretaries. 
MRS* ARNOLD stated that she hadbeen acquainted with his Secretary 
(Administrative Assistant) LIN DfflSHANAHAN* but had never been close 
to her due to a clash of personalities* She stated WHITE had taken 
LINDA in as an ordinary Stenographer and pushed her up into a 
responsible position with a high salary at the Treasury Department 
and in the International Monetary Fund, and she believed she was 
completely devoted to HARRY WHITE* MRS* ARNOLD seated she would 
make somewhat the same appraisal of Secretary IREN^S^gHWEIT ZER* . 

Mention was made of GINA RO L AN$> Bt ICE, former Secretary to 
HAROLD (SASSER* MRS* ARNOLD advised this girl was of Italian extraction 
She stated she believed MRS* PRICE was completely loyal to CRASSER 
but she believed her to be naive and not aware if anything unusual 
occurred* MRS* ARNOLD also mentioned that a former Secretary of FRANK 
COE, MRS. RUTH LUCAS, is presently an aide to FLORENCE HODEL and working 
under COE at the International Monetary Fund. 

MRS* ARNOLD mentioned ECTfARD M^g SBNSIEIN, also a former 
Assistant Director, Bureau of Monetary Research, observing that he and 
FRANK COE did not get along well* BERNSTEIN is also with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund at present, where he works as head of the 
Research Division. She stated although HARRY WHITE had taken BERNSTEIN 
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to the International Fond along with many others, she did not 
believe BERNSTEIN was in the same class with COE and WHITE at all* 
She mentioned that was a very excellent administra- 

tor, whereas 00E was a eldppy administrator* 

As a matter of information, MRS* ARNOLD mentioned one IVER 
OLSEN, Comnercial Specialist, formerly in Foreign Funds Control, who 
served as Treasury Attache at Stockholm, Sweden* She stated when he 
returned he was treated somewhat as an outcast by WHITE and COE and 
might furnish information concerning them. 


Mention is made of MDRRIS^^^EDBERG, whom MRS* ARNOLD 
stated was employed by FRANK COE at the request of HAHR7 WHITE* She 
described this individual as very aggressive and repulsive and stated 
he followed COE into the International Monetary Fund* Mention is 
also made of IRVING^RIEDM AN, who was a Specialist on Far Eastern 
matters under FRANK COE in Monetary Research and followed COE into 
the International Fund where he is employed in research under EDWARD 
M* BERNSTEIN. MRS* ARNOLD felt that IRVING FRIEDMAN was more of the 
type of EDWARD BERNSTEIN. 



FLORENCE HODEL WAGNER, 2100 Connecticut Avenue, who uses 
her maiden name, MISS FLORENCE HODEL, was interviewed principally 
concerning JOSIAH DUBOIS, under Loyalty of Government Employees. 

MISS HODEL advised she had entered on duty at the Treasury Department 
in 1939 in the office of the General Council working under BERNARD 
BERNSTEIN, and became acquainted with JOE DUBOIS in this position. 

She also worked for a time in Foreign Funds Control, and in January, 
1944, worked as Assistant to JOHN W. PEHLE on the War Refugee Board, 
which was set up as an executive agency in the Office of the President. 

JOE DUBOIS and JOSEPH FRIEDMAN served as Counsel for the 
War Refugee Board and she associated with them considerably in this 
connection* 


MISS HODEL described IXJBOIS as a very able and dynamic idea- 
man and stated he was an excellent draftsman of legal documents* She 
stated that he was a policy man and recalled he and HARRY WHITE had 
accompanied Secretary HENRY MDRGENTHAU, JR., on a visit to England 
and France in 1944, and upon their return the MDRGENTHAU Plan was 
evolved, intimating that DUBOIS and WHITE may have been originators 
of this plan* 
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mss POIKL stated under rather pereietent questioning 
that DUBOIS, JOSEFwWlBIMAN* GLASSES, WHITE and BERNSTEIN, along 
with several others, constituted a group which she described as a 
Left Wing group* However, she expressed inability to state that 
their sympathies were pr©-Soviet 6 ahd.did not recall any of them 
AYpreflAing any particular sympathies for Communism* Therefore, she 
stated she could not question their loyalty* She mentioned specifically - 
that at that time we were allied with Russia and our objectives were 
somewhat parallel with those of Russia* 


She did mention that upon his return from Russia in 
connection with reparations, DUBOIS had mentioned that the Russians 
were tough babies and it was difficult to work out problems with them* 

She added that this surprised her but was then unable to explain very 
clearly why she was surprised* 

It is noted MISS HODEL spoke very highly of the loyalty and 
integrity of JOHN FEHLE and ANSEL LUXFORD and EDWARD BERNSTEIN and 
her positive assertions concerning these individuals were noticeably 
in contrast to the statements concerning the other individuals 
mentioned above* She subsequently made reference to her present 
superior, PRANK COE, and placed him in the same category with FEHLE 
and LUXFORD, stating she felt COE would speak frankly and honestly if 
he were contacted* 

From highly confidential sources it is known that SILVERMAN 
spoke with CHRly and FIOREN CT^AGNER on a number of occasions. Questioned 
concerning SUPERMAN, M3SSHQDEL advised she met him while working for 
the War Refugee Board and said he had been brought in by General 
WILLI A^^DWYER , presently Mayor of New Tork. She stated SILVERMAN 
was supposed to be very brilliant and admitted that after great delays 
he would reach rather thoroughly logical conclusions but claimed that 
he had worried her a great deal* She expressed considerable doubt 
regarding SILVERMAN’S sympathies but declared she had no reason to 
question his loyalty to the United States. She stated he was definitely 
to the left and possessed Left Wing ideologies, and was always talking 
of the post war period and after in terms of an inevitable new Socialist 
Order. 


MRS* HODEL was asked about WILLIAM H* TAILOR, and stated she 
knew who he was and that he was an assistant to HARRY WHITE but knew 
little else concerning him* 
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Reference me made to VICTOR FERLO end MISS HODEL stated 
she had net him on one occasion when she. was requested to interview 
and brief H5RL0 at a time when FERLO was being considered for a 
- position overseas with the refugee organization* She stated she 
disliked him very much because of his manner and attitude but knew 
nothing whatever concerning his loyalty* 

It is noted that the interview with MISS HODEL was particularly- 
disappointing in view of the statements of MRS* RHODA ARNOLD* HODEL 
is described as a very intelligent woman who apparently has held 
important posts* It is observed she was ill then as at the beginning 
of the interview when the Agents announced their investigation 
concerned JOSIAH DUBOIS. 
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ASAC Belmont of New York, durihg the course of 'another conver- 
sation at 11:50 a.m. , advised that Nels.o^Crank has stated that with 
reference to the appearance of Algs ^kiss before - ^ the Thomas Committee, 
there was a story out that Hiss some time w hw&B iamee was Secretary of 
State, was called in by Byrnes and Byrnes advised him that the Department 
of Justice had furnished information as to his Conn uni st affiliations. 

It was reported that Byrnes suggested that Hiss go to the Justice Department 
to straighten this matter out. Nelscn Frank stated that it was his opinion 
that Hiss resigned from the Department of State shortly thereafter. Frank's 
source is Isaac^fetftflne of Plaintalk publication.

Representative FRED E. BUS BEY, who read into the record 
a lengthy report which was a concentrated criticism of the Civil Service 
Commission. ‘Representative BUSHSY‘s principal criticism in effect was 
that individuals such as NATHAN GREGORY SILVEHMASTER and others of like 
questionable loyalty could still retain government positions despite the 
existence of voluminous derogatory data in the hands of several investi- 
gative agencies. 


Following the testimony of Representative BUSBBY, Representative 
JOHN McI>0’r7ELL (R) of Pennsylvania, commented about investigators of other 
government investigative agencies using the indices, reports and facilities 
of the House Committee an Uh-Ameriean Activities. Representative McDOWELL

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On August 9, 191*8, House of Representatives Committee on 
Un-American Activities met in open hearing to accept the testimony of VICTOR 
V^PERLO, ALEXANDER-KORAL, ELIZABETH Tr'BENTLEY and GIIDA DeFRANK N3URKE • 

The committee met in the Caucus Room of the Old House Of- 
fice Building and convened at 10*30 A. U. The committee mas under the chair- 
mamshio of J. PARNELL THOMAS. The first witness, ALEXANDER KORAL, was called, 
but due to the failure of his attorney to put in an appearance, KORAL* s testi- 
mony was put off until the afternoon session. 


The committee then called VICTOR FERLO, who, after being 
sworn refused to answer all pertinent questions on constitutional grounds. 
PERLO was confronted by ELIZABETH BENTLEY and he refused to identify her. Miss 
EENTIEY then took the stand and gave the committee a resume of the activities 
of PERLO. Thereafter, PERLO again took the stand and refused to answer any 
further questions, claiming constitutional grounds.

At the conclusion of his testimony, PERLO introduced a 
statement, a copy of which was obtained and which is being included herewith 
as an enclosure. In regard to the statement of VICTOR PERU), with reference 
to paragraph five. Congressman F. EDWARD HEBERT (Louisiana) pointed out FERLO 
was submitting this statement under oath and as such the statement would be 
subject to the laws of perjury. He then pointed out that PERLO* s statement 
denied and refuted the testimony previously submitted by Miss BENTIEY. 

The upshot Qf this exchange between PERLO, his attorney, 
IRA GOLLOBIN and Congressman HEBERT was that PERLO stated he would strike out 
paragraph five of his statement. He then proceeded to read into the record 
the statement which is submitted as an enclosure. 



v The afternoon session of the committee was devoted to the 
testimony of witness ALEXANDER KORAL who was represented by IEO PRAEGER, at- 
torney of New York City. 
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After being sworn and identified, KORAL refused to answer 
all pertinent questions, claiming that he did not want to incriminate himself. 
It is to be pointed out that during the testimony of KORAL, . he refused to 
answer all pertinent questions, and did not offer any information which pre- 
viously had been submitted to this Bureau in the form of a signed statement. 
Towards the conclusion of KORAL' s testimony. Congressman HEBERT asked KORAL 
if he (KORAL) ever had given a signed statement to anybody in which KORAL 
previously admitted participation as an espionage agent, KORAL declined to 
answer this question and Congressman HEBERT then in furtherance of his ques- 
tion, asked KORAL if he had ever given a statement to any governmental agency 
concerning his (KORAL' s) participation as an espionage agent. As KORAL con- 
tinued to decline to answer, Congressman HEBERT made the remark that he knew 
on good authority that KORAL actually had made a signed statement in which he 
(KORAL) had admitted acting as an espionage agent. 

Following the testimony of KORAL, the committee heard the 
testimony of Investigator LOUIS RUSSELL who gave a summary of the activities 
of KORAL. 


The committee also heard the testimony of GILDA DeFRANK 
BURKE who was identified as being the former personal secretary and adminis- 
trative assistant to NATHAN GREGORY SILVERMASTER during his employment in 
various government agencies. The pertinent portion of her testimony consisted 
of her introducing into evidence a telephone index pad which formerly had been 
the property of SILVERMASTER and to which index pad in her employment under 
SILVERMASTER, Mrs. BURKE frequently referred to in ca l l in g various individuals
